Somer Very ‘interesting views have recently 
found expression in Japanese politica) 
cireles on the subject of the position of’ 
France in the Far .East.- About a couple 
af months ago the Japanese papers gave 
a good deal of space” to Teporting a 
Jeeture on'«the. subject in Tokyo by 
Viscount ‘Musaxos: (who was, for many 
years; Councillor lat the’ Japanese Em- 
bassy in Brussels): in the, course of ‘which 
the suggestion was» made that France 
holds ‘the key. positions of the’ Pacific 
«in’ Indo-China, and ,“ all *that galaxy 
of islets and islands | over which flies 
the fag of France~Marquise, ‘Gambier; 
Tomaton and the twin harbours of Tahiti 
and Mengareve.”’ It was pointed out by 
the Viscount that the population of Indo- 
China alone-some ‘twenty millions—-is 
Breater than ‘the combined populations 
of British Oceania, but we do not know 
that there is any more point—indeed not 
balf as quch—as in the fact that the 
population of China is immensely greater 
than’ that’ of Indo-China and Japan com- 
bined. . The Viscount, we read, went on 


.| to express the opinion, albeit, cautiously, 


“that ‘the disposition ‘of , some "of these 
islands’ to the advantage of one or other 
of the combatants, would under certain 
conditions spell the difference cbetween 
victory: and , defeat.” . France,: as the 


| Viscount pointed out, maintains no naval 
‘force sufficient to defend these far-flung 


colonics, and, the “coast line of Indo- 
China, by reason of its length is extreme- 
ly vulnerable... Consequently France, the 
Viscount said, depeids on treaties for 
the protection of her Colonies, and would 
do. anything to prevent a& recourse to 
arma in this part of the: world. We do

kind at large.” Then we have a refer- 
ence to the attitude of Britain and! 
America towards France in‘ connection 
with .the Great) War, France being 
described as’ having won the war at ‘the 
cost of the exhaustion of her natiotal 
resources, and Britain and Americn are 
pictured as ‘robbing her of the fruits of 
her victory. Here we may quote from 
the article as it is translated ;— 


“The most dreadful, enemy at the 
present day is not cannon’ and sword} 
but capital and economic pressure. 
France is disillusioned and in need of; 
something to fill the void in ber heart. 
It is not hard to imagine that she will 
seek x new friend ond sympathiser apart 
from Britain and America: to support her j 
in the execution of her new, national 
‘policy, both in Europe and in the Far 
East. More than this, we do not like to 
say. + The reader must be able to 
read hetween the lines. :-Why is tho 
French’ Minister: in Peking calling upon 
the Japanese Minister so frequently t 
It must, be left for the future to decide 
whether it is correct to hejieve that it 
is merely for the solution of the gold 
-frane problem. In the meantime this 
much at least“ is undeniable—that a 
significant understanding, is being reach- 
ed between Japan and: France, in regard 
to the’r China policy. - 

_“ Anotner matter which we should not 
heediessly overlook is the importance of } 
Cochin-China. It is well known that the 
recent visit of Governor-General Mrntin 
to Japan has marked a new era in the 
economic relations between that country 
Land Japan. .Cochin-China borders on 
Yunnan, and the provinces of Yunnan, 


tivated aud immense raw materials. It 
is ‘obvions that should France carry out 
her right to construct railways there, the 
vast resources in those districts will be 
brought under the rays of civilisation to 
the great benefit.of -mankind, and the 
line will-also prove a short cut to Shansi. 
But the knowledge of China.on the part 
of our compatriots is concentrated on the 
north and centre only, and it does not 
extend.to.the south-west. It is fall and: 
detailed in regard to Port’ Arthur aad 
Dairen, Peking and Tientsin, Shanghai 
and Hongkong, hut does not penetrate 
into'the interior. The attention.of the 
public is therefore to be drawn, to the 
necessity of studying South» China and 
to the advisability of formulating a great 
economic policy based on amicable -rela- 
tions with France. This is a matter of 


inimense, value and interest from the joint 
of view of Japan’s world policy as well 
as from that of schemes for developing 
China. When this plan is successfully 
carried into execution, Japan will cer- 
tainly and permanently be freed from al! 
anxiety ahout iron, oil, raw cotton and 
other principal raw materials.” 


The Editor of the Japanese Diplomatic 
Review is at pains to add that in saying 


all this he is not “* necessarily "urging 
an alliance. of Japan with France or 
suggesting that France and’ Japan should 
co-operate in _“ tackling Britain and. 
Americs.”” All he professes to do is 
“to point out, for the consideration of 
the inteNigent public, the economic value 
of South"China amd ‘the fact, that the 
China policy of France, derived from ber 
general national policy,’ ia such as favours 
cooperation between her and this coun- 
try.”
